The reduction in the public debt 
florins July, treaenrjr offlciMs* estimate, 
will be abont $4,000,000. Cnatom re- 
ceipts dtiring the month will aggregate 
about 1115,000,000, internal rerenae re- 
oeipU abont $14,500,000, and miscella- 
neona receipts about $4,000,000. Tbin. 
with ^'i.^oo.llOO of repayments, will swell 
the receipts of the month to ^,000.0<K). 
against which there will be $3S.5U0.U00 
of expenditures, including $13,600,(XKi 
ftnr peneions. This data points to an in- 
crease in treasury cash ox about $4,500,- 
000 since Jnly 1, or the equivalent of a 
reduction of the debt to that amount 

Sinoe July 21. when the first shipment 
was made, the treasury department has 
shipped abont two and a half millions in 
small notes, fives, tena and twenties, to 
Chicago and Cincinnati. This is the be- 
ginning of the shipment west of money 
to meet the iisuul ^ftnttf^l to move erop»« 
in the autumn.

Wabhinoton, Aug. 1.— John E. Beall, 
a real eetate expert, testified yesterday 
before the Bock Creek park commis- 
sioners that ex-Preeident Cleveland 
bought his "Red Top" property for |iO.- 
$00, and sold it for $140,000, realizing 

£14,000 profit. Mr. Cleveland, he 8aid, 
id not started the boom in that section 
of suburban propertv, it having been 
begun some time previous when the site 
for the naval obscnratory was selected 
there.

WASHiNaTON, Aug. 1. — Seoretary 
Tracy left Waanington jesterdajr after- 
noon for Bar Harbor where he will 
spend some time.

Noth- 
ing has been heard from Consul General 
Crawford at St. Petersburg for some 
time past. This is regarded by the de- 
partment as convincmg proof that no 
such action has been taken.

It is expected 
that there will be a very lively competi- 
tion for the reward.

Company's weekly rayiew of, trade says 
Business continues dragging and dull. 
Trade at the south is peculiarly 'de- 
pressed because there is too much rx)t- 
ton. With several hundred thoU:-and 
bales of last > ear's cro]) left over in tht 
World's marke!s, and with comiK-tent 
judges predicting anotliei' crop even 
larger than that of l^'.in, it is no wonder 
that prices are low and producers scarce* 
ly get enough to pay for raising and 
picking. Hence country merchants dc 
not buy freely, and the jirospecls of « 
gre:it yield, which at otii •;■ ti!i;es migiit 
be lielpfnl. tends to jir 'duee si i.rn:iti^;i. 

Again, in ji.irts ot tlie we-t wh-it 
crojis l.iil"d lasi year, trade has not yet 
rei-iiM'ri d friiKi tln> great depres,-ion le- 
suiting, and ;is lojit,' as the corn cro]' i> 
in ddiilii. (oinpieie recovi-ry is not to '.■. 
e.xpected. In Several states legisla 
Inist lie to capital causes much ilisn.i , 
ance. Furtlier, the coll, ipse of real 
t.afe sjieenLitioji in m.tnv jiarts ot ti.e 
we^t and --oiith liar- brouglit severe lo,>ses 
and eiiiii.irra---iiient to many. 

At I he cast, monetary nncertaintie- 
have a j)owerfnl influence. Euroiieaii 
diliicnllies did not pass as (piickly 01 
fully as was expected, and now a seriov.s 
financial trouble is appreliended in Kii.t- 
sia because of failure of crops, which 
will oidy help this coiuifry in tlieeuil. 
Tilt re i- glowing doubt whetln-r the 
movement at' cropH here will not cause a 
temjiorary drain greater tuan eastern 
money markets can meet, but if the 
grain can be sold, llie gold will coine. 
i'hinigii no gold has been exported, tiie 
outgo of currency in the west SBd south 
i« felt here and It Boston. 

Money i> close at IJiitLilo and Cleve-

Busines-s at Bobton has improved, and 
wool is quite active, sales reaching ;!.- 
."■j^l ,(MX» pounds. More .activity appears 
in woolen gotnls and a better dfuumd 
for boots and slioes, while leather is 
quite steady. Hides are dull, and do- 
mestic lower at the west. Philadeljihia 
uoteb u^urc frciiueut orders tor wool aud 

Wuolelis. 

At i lartford atid BufTalu trade is ([niet, 
but the demand for lumber improved; 
at Pittubiu'g business is unchungeil and 
rather slow; at Cleveland fairly good for 
the season, and at Cincinnati somewhat 
more active. Chicago reiK)rtH receipLs 
of wheat seven times last year's, of rye, 
cured meats, lard and wool double last 
j'ear's, of dressed beef a third larger, 
with some increase in cheese fuid butter. 
Dry good.s sales are slightly larger, and 
good orders are seen for clothing and 
shoes. At Umuha trade is fair and at 
Milwaukee satisfactory, and increasing 
activity is noted at St. Paul. 

Throughout the northwest the pros- 
pect of crops is exceedingly good, but ,at 
Kansas City wet weather interferes with 
harvesting. The distribution of goodx is 
on a larger scale at St. Louis, and at 
southern points business is dull or only 
fair. Tlie great industries show no im- 
portant change for the week, though it 
must be said that disheartenment in the 
woolen goods trade seems to increase, 
and it is admitted tliat sales aie not equal 
to last year's, though the trade was 
dragging then. Much of the trouble is 
attnonted to excessive credits in the 
clothin|[ trade. In boots and shoes there 
is contmned improvement. The coal 
trade is still depisssed by excessive pro- 
duction, the outpnt exceeding last year's 
to date by 2,700,000 tons. 

Copper is still depressed hv the apathy 
of home consumption, and there is very 
little trade in IcmI, while speculation hju 
lifted and again depressed the price of 
tin. PhUa&lphia desorlbss tha iron 
market as frightfully dull, and ssles to 
realiae are made at prices ooDsidsrably 
below quotations. Steuotural miUs are 
well rappUed for the present, and bar 
iron is steady, though the poverty of 
railroads makes tiia demand scaniy, but 
plates are irregular, Imyen refirain from 
taking rails, rad the lower grades of pig 
iron are offered here below qnotationa. 
I The market for breadstuff! has been 
strengthened by reports of injury to the 
crop m Russia, and whsat lias risen one 
and one-half cents and com ona-half 
cent, while no change appears in cotton. 
The price of oil hasfallen 8 per cent for 
the week, but pork products art a shade 
stronger. ' 

The business failures during the last 
seven days number for the United States 
229, and for Canada 18, or a total of 247, 
as compared with a total of 254 last 
week, and 274 the week previous to the 
]a«t. For the corresponding week of 
last year the figures were 180, repmsent- 
iug 167 failures in the United States and 

in tha Dominion of Canada.

TWO " EXECUTIONS. 

» 

Vaek Bapraated a ii. n. i That Mo was 

Guln|{ to lli'.tveii. 

Houston, Aug. 1. William Cildwell 
was executed at U-M Friday morning in 
the county Jail. He died without mak- 
ing a statement, but expressetl the belief 
tliat he was going to heaven. He walke<l 
nixm the scaffold without assistance, 
and in eight minutes after the trap fell 
be w:us pronounced dead. Hia neok was 
broken. 

Caldwell's Crime. 

Caldwell's death probably sealed the 
lips of a man who could, bad be wiebed, 
have told more abont the origin of the 
fearful strife which raged between the 
Jaybird and Woodpecker factions in 
Fort Bend county than any other per« 
•on. He WHS a negro, far above tiie 
nsnal standard of nia race in point ' of 
intelligenoe. 

The warfare which existed for a 
couple of years between these two polit- 
ical factions exterminated whole fami- 
lies and icorea of men were murdered 
during its rain. But Caldwell is the 
only man who met a judicfail death on 
account of it. He killed Dr. J. M. 
Shamblen on the night of July 81, 188t«. 

Tills was the first mtirder committed 
bv either side of the vendetta. Dr. 
Shamblen was a prominent Javbird, or 
Democrat. He was regarded as the 
leader of the opjiosition to tliose wiiO 
were controlling the political destinie.i 
of Fort Bend county at tliat time. Cald- 
well was a WtHKlpecker, or Republican. 

On the niglit of the assassination Dr. 
Shamblen Wi^s sitting at a table in his 
home, a few miles out from Richmond, 
with his wife and family surrounding 
him. He was holding family prayer. 
Suddenly there was a report of a gun. 
and a hmd of buckshot crashed tlironuli 
a window dose to which he was sittiim.

Hon. George Washington, of Newport, 

is acknowledged one of the ablest men 
who served in the convention that framed 
the new Oonstttntion. 

Much has been spoken and much more 
written on the proposed new organic law, 
and its fate will be settled at the polls 
next Monday. 

In the Kentucky Post yesterday Mr. 
Washington sets out in strong language 
many reasons why the new Constitution 
should be adopted. He says : 

It may not be amiss, even at this late 
hour, when atgument is well nigh closed, 
to point oat some ol the many good 
things to b(> found in the new Constitu- 
tion, and which is so hiffii above the old 
one that any comparison between them 
must, of neceeaity, be little lose than lu- 
dicrous. 

First and foremost of these, and tower- 
ing above the presejit system of voting, 
even as virtue does above vice, is the 
secret ballot. Every patriotic mind, not 
enslaved by narrow and selfish consider* 
ations, will hail this great reform with 
unmixeil satisfaction. The pn^sent sys- 
tem ia not only dishonoring to the State, 
but is a fraud of the purest ray serene. 
Instead of i)uttiiig the brakes iipdu cor- 
rupt practices, it extends a liearty wel- 
come to them all. It is a memorable dis- 
tinction of Kentucky that she alone of all 
English speaking people retains tliis 
abominable farce. 

.Secondly, the new Constitution soumls 
the death-knell of local an<l special legis- 
lation, with its long and expensive train 
of evils. This species of legislation is 
everywhere denounced as a nui.sance to 
be abated as sj)eedily as possible. A few 
weeks ago, at a dinner of the commercial 
club, in Providence, R. I., the topic of the 
evening was special legislation. I'x- 
President Cleveland was the principal 
speaker. That sturdy and uncompro- 
mising |)atriiit denounced if as a great 
evil. After enumerating some of its bad 
results, he said: *'Thua is inaugurated a 
system called log-rolling, wliicli conies 
frightfully near actual legislative lorrup- 
tion ; and thus the people at laige lose 
not only the attention to their afTairs 
which is due tiieni, but are often no bet- 
ter oti' than when robbed of the money 
in the pulilic treasury." 

Tt is the sudden death of this evil, and 
111 the viva voce system of voting, which 
has driven so many small-fry politicians 
into a state bordering upon frenisy. 

Third, it puts a limii, not only npun 
municipal ta.vation, but upon municipal 
indebtedness. 

With these \\ Inplesdiiii' iirii\ i>iiiiis in 
the organic law, the tax-payer may sleep 
without fear that his property will be 
I'onfiscated. Nor can cities make jires- 
ents to corjioratidis of valuable fran- 
chises worth thousands of doUari*. Here- 
after they will be sold to the highest bid- 
der, and the money will pass into the 
I>ublic treasury. 

Fourth, it equalizes taxation among all 
classes. Corporations must walk up to 
the cajitain's oflice and settle just like 
plain, every-day mortals, made of clay. 
And in addition to thia, which to plain 
l)eo])le appears fair enough, a large 
amount of corporate property, now ex- 
empt, will be required to pay up, "like a 
little man." Thia ia not very hard on the 

masses. 

>'>. By limiting I.«giBlative sessions to 
sixty dajs, and to matters of a general 
nature; and by requiring the public 
printing to be let out by contract to the 
lowest responsible bidder, there will be 
saved to the people, in money alone, not 
less than $75,000 per session ; ami, in ad- 
dition thereto, a higher standard of abil- 
ity, and public virtue will be secured. 

(). It insures just ire ami fair dealing at 
the hands of corporations, not only in 
their dealings with each other, but with 

the ])eople. 

7. It guards the people against dislion- 
est bank ofHcials by prohibiting, under 
severe penalties, the reception of a deposit 
when the bank is in an insolvent condi- 
tion. 

8. It adds 1600,000 to the common 
school fund. 

0. It forbids the working of convicts 
outside the walls of the penitentiary. 

10. It deals a death-blow to the lottery 
fiend. 

11. It provides a means of quieting the 
titles to lands in the Wealthiest regions 

<if the State, and thoi insures tlieir early 
development, to the great advantage of 
the Stat« at large. 

12. It establishes a "House of Reform" 
for youthful offenders, where they will 
not be required to associate with hard- 
ened villains, and where they will bosub- 
jec-tod to a discipliAe and training which 
will enable them to go forth, at the end 



of their terms, well equijiped for the bat- 
tle of life, and without the stigma of the 
" l>en " upon them. 

13. It carefully guards and protects tlie 
righti of the individual at all points. 

14. It provides a sjrstem of courts which 
is well designed to secure greater oHi- 
ciency and speed in the administration. 
Finally, it provides a most efficient means 
by which it may be amended and made 
to conform to the wishes of tiie people. 
There is no better " open clause " in any 
American Constitution. There are per- 
haps three wliich are more open, but ac- 
cording to the highest authorities upon 
the subject, they are entirely too open 
for safety. Ours is far more ojipn than the 
majority of the State (Constitutions. Un- 
der it two entire subject or articles maybe 
amended at a'single session of the Legis- 
lature, to be followed, of course, by a vote 
of the jieople. So that in a very few years 
the entire Constitution may be amended. 



Dkm(m;rats ought to see through the 
game the liepublicans are trying to play.

Por the Farmer. 
Few, if any, of our cultivated plants 
have become the subjects of more ex- 

jierimental trials than potatoes, and the 
results are often varying as they are re- 
ported from different sections and tmder 
ditVei ent methods of cnltivation. At the 
Utah Station, as reported by Director 
Sanborn, it was found: (1) That the 
de|>th of jdantiiig did not materially 
alltct the total yield of potatoes. (2) 
That potatoes planted near the surface 
contained 23 per cent, more starch than 
those planted deeper, and were tiiere- 
fore worth ;i3.4 per cent, more for food, 
being at the same time more palatable. 

(3) Shallow tillage, and even no tillage, 
was more effective than deep tillage. 

(4) The yield of potatoes decreased, after 
passing eight inches apart, as the dis- 
tance betwe»'n the hills increased; the 
yield decreased when planted nearer 
than eight inches. (5) Increasing the 
distance between tlie rows did not appear 
to decrease the yield. (G) Close planting 
resulted in an Increase of moisture and 
in a decrease of starch amounting to 7 
per cent.
